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As most WASH members know the club’s Sunday evening net went on 
hiatus over last summer for retooling. | want to thank Rick Bell KB3AIC for 
providing many ideas to me over last summer. We both agreed that it was 
important to re-establish the main purpose of the net; emergency 
communication training. One way to train ourselves we thought, is to 
periodically conduct the net in simplex mode; simulating a situation where a 
wide area power outage causes a number of repeater outages. 


These exercises will provide an opportunity to see first hand what the 
challenge of operating a simplex net on various bands and different 
modulation types is like and to start thinking what we may need to do to 
overcome this challenge should the need arise in the future. A needed skill to 
acquire is to effectively relay check-ins that the net control station (NCS) 
cannot hear or perhaps more importantly who cannot hear the NCS. This 
requires check-in stations to listen carefully who is recognized and who is not 
recognized by the NCS. The NCS should regularly inquire if anyone hears 
stations that he may not. 


So far since restarting the WASH Sunday evening net on Labor Day 
weekend we have conducted two simplex mode nets; one on 2 meters FM 
and the other 10 meters AM. 


The 2 meter FM simplex mode net was conducted on October 16" and | 
thought it went very well and we learned a lot. “Officially” the following were 
checked into the net and heard directly by NCS:

The net lasted for what may be a record breaking 28 minutes! | asked for feedback and received the following. 


Rick Bell reported “I thought | would provide some feed-back on the Sunday NET from my vantage point. 


my 50 watt mobile with a magnetic mount antenna on my truck. The antenna is good model with some gain. | have used this same set- 
up over the years for our January 2 meter contest with very good results. 


| picked a spot in Washington that | have also used in the 2 meter contest. | can lookout over Washington and see the skyline to the 
north, east, and west. So my location was what | would call excellent and unobstructed. 


In this location the .955 repeater was pegging my meter as | was monitoring Richie, Bob, and Glenn before the NET. | monitored your 
short statement on .955 (S9+). 


When | switched to the simplex channel | could barely tell that you were talking. | could make out a carrier — and faintly here your voice. 

| definitely heard N3IDH, NOVLR, and W3WH all at S9 or better. | did hear Jim WB4GCS, but he was about an S2 but readable — at least at first. | did here some 
other check-ins but it took a lot to pick them out. | may have heard 50% of the check-ins after receiving your report. | did not attempt to check-in because | could 
not tell when there was traffic. 


So if we do need to be ready for a simplex mobilization — using portable or mobile set-ups we would need to think about establishing (geographically) a set of 
relay points. Maybe this could be the foundation for a few future NET’s — Experimenting with locations and determining the best vantage points. Knowing who 
was using directional antennas, their location, and power might also be of some use. 


Just my two cents — no change required... Good job last night.” 


And from Glen Roberts, KE7FD: “Kevin, for what it's worth, here's the list of calls | heard from the palaces of Uppity Saint Clair: N3HKQ, WB4GCS, KB3GMN,

Finally Jim Sanford, WB4GCS added; “You might consider specifying a protocol by which those who hear check-ins that NCS does not, have an opportunity to 
do the relay. Also suggest you state who NCS will be.” 


The next simplex net was conducted on December 11" in the AM portion of 10 meters on 29.1 MHz and it proved to be quite a different sort of experience. | 
thought my home location would provide a similarly good opportunity to hear most if not all check-ins. In fact | could barely hear anyone and almost no one heard 
me. What | was pleased about the net was our ability to establish another station that could hear almost everyone and turn over NCS duties to him; and that was 
Nick, WA3NB. We had 13 check-ins and the net lasted for almost 1 hour, proving that 10 meters AM was not a very efficient band to use for a net.

So far what | think we have learned is that we will need to stick with the VHF and UHF bands to conduct an efficient local simplex net. In conjunction with the 
computer interface construction project that is underway during our club meetings it was suggested that a future PSK31 net be conducted on 2-meters. Another 
possibility for a net is to try 6-meters SSB (i.e. 50.25 MHz) or a local FM repeater like N3OVP’s repeater 51.98 (-) in Finleyville. If you have some thoughts for a 
unique band and mode to try for our Sunday evening net let me know. There is no bad idea to consider. 


Later in 2012 we will go further and conduct a full-simulated emergency simplex net after trying a few more combinations of modes and bands and getting more 
experience with utilizing relay stations.

Objectives:

Band, Mode & Frequencies: The contest will take place solely on 2 
meter band. 
° FM : FM simplex only, no repeater contacts. The FM frequencies 
are all standard 2 Meter simplex frequencies, as per the ARRL 2 
Meter Band Plan, every 15 kHz, from 146.535 to 146.595 MHz , 
and 147.520 to 147.580 MHz. The National Simplex Frequency, 
146.520 is not to be used. Use of simplex frequencies in the “FM 
Experimental Simplex” band of 145.510 to 145.670 are not 
recommended. See list of recommended simplex channels at the 
end of the rules.

Recommended FM Simplex Frequencies: 


After the first year of the contest, we found that the limited number of 
frequencies suggested in the rules were insufficient for the activity level. In 
subsequent years, we permitted use of any recognized simplex frequency, as 
per the ARRL recommended guidelines published in the annual ARRL 
Repeater Directory and other sources, above 146.520 MHz. 


Send the logs to: 


You will note that many of these frequencies are listed as potential dual use, 
with a “local option” for them to be used for repeater inputs and outputs. 


We have been notified that the Western Pennsylvania Repeater Council 
(WPRC) has issued their own “local” band plan for the 2 meter band, and has 
elected to withdraw most or all of these dual-use or optional-use frequencies in 
favor of their being assigned to FM repeaters, primarily those on 1 MHz splits. 
Although we have not heard of interference problems with any repeater (with 
ONE exception — the contest participant was notified of interference and 
immediately moved), good amateur practice requires us to take note of the 
situation and the potential for interference problems in some parts of Western 
Pennsylvania where these repeaters exist. 


The following list of recommended frequencies are recognized as standard 
simplex channels and should not suffer from co-channel problems with any 
existing repeaters: 


146.535 MHz 147.525 MHz 
146.550 MHz 147.540 MHz 
146.565 MHz 147.555 MHz 
146.580 MHz 147.570 MHz 
146.595 MHz 


The National Simplex Frequency, 146.520, may not be used. To avoid 
interference to other contestants and other users of the bands, please do not 
Operate on 5 or 10 kHz “offsets” from these recognized FM channels. 


To be clear, we have no objection to contest participants operating on 
additional recognized FM “optional” simplex frequencies above 146.520 MHz. 
Participants who do so run the risk of potential interference with repeaters 
sharing these frequencies, and therefore do so at their own risk. Again, as per 
the rules of the contest, if you operate on these frequencies and are notified of 
actual interference, please exercise good amateur practice and QSY. 


We also recognize that the WPRC may continue to be less than happy with this 
stance. We point out to them that the amateur spectrum is a shared resource. 
And frankly, if push came to shove, the legality of their “withdrawing” of the 
frequencies from use by the general amateur population of WPA might be an 
interesting question before the FCC. (To say nothing of the fact that this 
change in band plan is probably something most WPA amateurs are unaware 
of, but that’s another story). 


Bottom line: Enjoy the contest, but do so responsibly.
